You have probably associ- 
ated this month’s speaker, 
William ~ Buchanan, with 
Washington’s long time free- 
way battle. But there is 
another subject of concern, 
potentially more explosive 
and disturbing, that has oc- 
cupied his attention for some 
time—massive immigration.

American homes in the 
quaint “downtown” village 
of Foggy Bottom. 


Like the butterfly out of 
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the cocoon, Foggy Bottom 
has emerged as a combina- 
tion of actual restorations 
and authentic reproductions. 
The net result is a delightful 
patchwork of. streets bright 
with many colors in painted 
shutters and doorways. 

Pioneer. in -the rehabili- 
tation of the Village is Dr. 
Eleanor Lansing Dulles, a 
State Department official for 
the past 15 years. As special 
assistant to the office in 
charge of German Economic 
Affairs, her daily trek to the 
new State Department build- 
ing brought the potentialities 
of the vicinity to her 
attention.

taken its toll. 

Often spoken of as another 
Georgetown, the small in- 
town. city- which was- a 
thriving port before the 
Capital had been dreamed of, 
Foggy Bottom actually has a 


character quite definitely its — 


own. 

The houses are not spa- 
cious. mansions as so many 
are in.Georgetown, but are 
modest houses in varying 
types of architecture. Two or 
three stories high, with 
peaked dormer windows, 
small garden plots in front, 
neat midget hedges and 
blooming flowers, they are 

“When | first investigated 
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the rehabilitation possibil- 
ities of Foggy Bottom,” she 
said, “we found that many of 
the homes would have to be 
condemned. Long years. of 
no painted protection had 
reduced even. the wood 
framework of many of the 
fine old brick structures to 
crumbling decay.” 

Luckily the houses chosen 
for restoration. had been 
lived in from time to time, 
and so had enjoyed the 
advantage of periodic paint- 
ing. But in others, the natural 
moisture from the Potomac 
River, which makes such a 
fine scenic background for 
the neighborhood, had really 
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more apt to sugvest the 


ancient houses of Hamburg 


and Heidelberg, and may 
well reflect the influence of 
the originator of the devel- 
opment, Jacob FUNK a 
German immigrant who first 
purchased the land in 1768. 

An agreeable uniformity 
has been carried out every- 
where under the watchful 


eyes of the Foggy Bottom 


Restoration Association. A 
leisurely jaunt around the 
village reveals not one clash 
of color in the myriad 
combinations chosen by the 
individual homeowners. A 
wedgewood blue house, with 
white iron balcony over the 
gleaming white door, is in 
harmony next to a yellow 
facade with black trimmings 
on the left, and on the right a 
white house with scarlet 
door and shutters, with a 
weeping willow over its brick 
wall. 

Such charming effects are 
repeated all over Foggy 
Bottom, a fine comentary on 
this generation's ability to 
escape at least a litte from 
the evironments of the jet 
age.

1802— The City’s first cha- 
ter from Congress provided 
for a Presidential appointed 


mayor and 12 elected coun- 


cil members. 

1812—An elected 12-me- 
mber common council elec- 
ted a mayor. There was an 
~8-member board of aldermen 
elected also. 

1820— Congress granted 
Washingtonians the right to 
elect their own mayor and 
legislators. Lasted 50 years. 

1871—City’s government 
changed to modified. territ- 
orial form with presidentially 
appointed governor, board of 
‘public works and upper 
house of the legislature. The

1874 — Congress authorizes 
President to appoint 3-mem- 
ber commission to replace 
heavily indebted governm- 
ent. 

1861—Washingtonians a- 
llowed to vote in presidential 
elections. 

1967 — President Lyndon J- 
ohnson gets Congressional 
approval for Presidential ap- 
pointed Commissioner, cal- 
led “mayor”, and city coun- 
cil. City gets new governing 
powers. 

1968 — Congress authorizes 
non-partisan school board 
elections. 

1970—DC. gets nonvoting 
delegate to House of Repre- 
sentatives.

Whip % pint of heavy 
cream.

Dog Owners, 
_ Attention 


Dog owners new. to. the 
District of Columbia (and un- 


fortunately some longtime 
` residents) are often unaware 


of District laws covering 
leashes and excrement. The 
Foggy Bottom News, in the 
interest of improving our en- 
vironment, offers the follow- 
ing refresher course in D.C. 
law: 

D.C. Police Regulations 
(Article 18) forbid dogowners 
to allow their pets to go at 
large in.public space. When- 
ever a dog leaves its owner’s 
property, it must be “secured 


by asubstantial leash, not ex- 


ceeding four feet in length, 


and held by a person capable 


of managing such dog.” The 


same article also - forbids 
howling and/or barking that 
disturbs the neighbors: 

The following amendment 
to’ the existing law was en- 
acted by the D.C. Council on 
‘August 25, 1972: “No person 
owning, keeping, or having 
custody of a dog (except a 
seeing-eye dog) in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia shall allow 
or permit excrement of such 
dog to remain in public 
space or on private property 
without the consent of the 
Owner Or occupant.” The 
amendment provides that 


` violations shall be punished 


by a fine of not more than 


-$50 or imprisonment not ex- 


ceeding 5 days.

Each year, more than two 
million people become ill from 
a bacteria called Salmonella. 
About half of these illnesses 
are caused by food contami- 
nation. 

Salmonellae are a bacteria 
found everywhere in the envi- 
ronment. The symptoms of the 
disease, salmonellosis, are nau- 
sea, fever, abdominal cramps, 
and diarrhea. ` 

To lessen the threat of food 
poisoning from Salmonella, the 
Food and Drug Administration 
offers this advice: 

@ Wash hands, utensils, 
counter surfaces, and chopping 
blocks with hot, soapy water 
after contact with raw meat

and poultry. This prevents 
transfer of bacteria from the 
meat to another food item pre- 
pared with the same utensils or 
on the same chopping block. 

@ Thaw frozen meats in the 
refrigerator, not at room tem- 
perature. 

@ Refrigerate leftovers 
promptly and heat thoroughly 
before re-serving. Gravies 
should be reheated to “rolling 
boil.” Freshly cooked foods 
rarely cause illness. i 

@ Don’t leave hot foods to 
cool at room temperature. Put 
them in shallow containers and 
into the refrigerator to be 
cooled quickly.
